He told an opulent audience at

The crowd gave him a big 
hand when he said he wants to

The heart trouble came after 
an exhausting year of touring. 
Long a favorite in Europe, she 
completed a lengthy and suc­ 
cessful overseas trip in May.

by 
exhaustion, 
Miss 
Jackson spoke hesitantly. “I’m 
sorry,” she said, “I feel a little 
slow today." 
“A heart condition is even 
more trouble than an opera­ 


tion," she said. “It takes so! 
long. 
“I thought I’d be able to get 
up and out after a little rest, but 
it’s not so easy. I’ve never felt 
like this before." 
Born near New Orleans, the 
energetic singer was working 
regularly 
when she 
moved to Chicago where she 
became known for her singing 
at Baptist conventions. 
She made her first recording 
in 1934 and by 1948 she was a 
celebrity. In recent years she 
has devoted much time to the 
civil rights movement.

Johnson Says Coldwater

RENO, Nev. (AP) — Presi-I 
dent Johnson criss-crossed the 
West today, saying his Republi­ 
can rival sees the government 
as such a terrible thing it seems 
“he is running against the office 
of president rather than for it." 
Johnson’s first stop of a busy 
20-hour day was Reno, where a 
large crowd greeted him. 
Sheriff Bud Young said it was 
the largest in the city’s history. 
Johnson slapped directly at 
Coldwater, his Republican ri­ 
val, in a speech delivered from 
the steps of Reno’s pink stucco 
state office building. 
He 
did 
so without 
naming 
Coldwater. But his target was 
unmistakable. 
“One candidate," he said, “is 
roaming 
around

A Secret Service man stood 
in the car following Johnson's, 


holding an automatic rifle. Nor­ 
mally such weapons are carried 
out of sight.

Longsworth, a retired school su­ 
perintendent from Augusta, is 
a supervisor of student teach­ 
ers in Stark, Wayne, Jefferson, 
Richland, Columbiana and Car­ 
roll counties.

Soviet Seen 
Pushing West 


Goal Is Said: Get 
Allies Out of Berlin 


BERLIN (AP)—Former U.S. 
foreign-policy adviser Robert D. 
Murphy thinks the Soviet Union 
is as determined as ever to 
drive the United States and its 
Allies out of West Berlin. 
Murphy said in an interview 
here Sunday he believes the 
present absence of pressure in 
Berlin results not from a Soviet 
desire for an entente with the 
West but because of Soviet diffi­ 
culties with Red China and Mos­ 
cow’s other international prob­ 
lems. 
“I think that their determina­ 
tion is just as positive today as 
it ever was to drive us out of 
West Berlin,” Murphy declared. 
Murphy was political adviser 
to Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower 
during 'World War II and to 
Gen. Lucius D. Clay, then mili­ 
tary governor of the U.S. one 
of Germany, when the Russians 
blockaded Berlin in 1948. He 
retired from the U.S. Foreign 
Service in 1959 and is president 
of a glass company. 
Murphy said if the Russians 
should blockade Berlin again, 
the United States should break 
it by force. 
“I think our position world 
wide and in Europe would be 
shattered if we did not,” the 
former 
international 
trouble­ 
shooter for Presidents Roose 
velt and Truman declared. 
Murphy also advocated firm 
action if the Communists close 
East Berlin to Allied military 
personnel in uniform. He said 
the U.S. government seems pre­ 
pared to agree to a denial of Al­ 
lied access to the Soviet sector 
and that this would be “simply 
another step backward in the 
process of forcing us out of the 
area.” 
“I think that goes further than 
that because I believe that this 
Eastern sector has to be opened 
up in one way or another, and I 
think it can be done over a peri­ 
od of time,” Murphy said. 
“I think this wall must disap­ 
pear. I believe that if they un­ 
derstand that to be our deer- 
mination 
and 
objective, 
the 
chance of getting it will be 
much greater than if we just 
walk away as we have in the 
past.” 
Murphy said he thought now 
may be a good time because of 
the 
Kremlin’s 
problems, 
to 
negotiate permanent and ac. 
ceptable access rights to West 
Berlin without bringing the East 
Germans into it

Steel Output 
Record Seen 


Marketers Excited 
About Consumption 


CLEVELAND (AP) — Steel 
production appears headed for 
a record this year, but the thing 
that steel marketers are most 
excited about is the prospect of 
a whopping record for consump- 
ion of steel as well, the maga­ 
zine Steel reported today. 
Consumption “is going to be 
higher this year than ever be­ 
fore,” the trade publication pre­ 
dicted. “It will probably beat 
the record set last year (an esti­ 
mator 77.8 million product tons) 
by more than five million tons. 
It will reach a new peak by keep­ 
ing pace with the economy’s 
record performance. 
Steel said the “dramatic 
growth” in steel consumption 
“makes steel producers feel 
that they’re turning the corner 
in their battle with competitive 
materials.” 
The mealworking weekly said 
that because “we’ve lost the big 
advantage we had in foreign 
trade,” 
record 
consumption 
won’t be necessarily mean rec­ 
ord shipments. 
“In 1955, the year mill ship­ 
ments hit an all-time high of 
84.7 million tons, we had a 
foreign surplus of nearly three 
million tons. This year, we’ll 
probably have a trade deficit 
larger than that.” 
Shipments will total at least 
835 million tons, Steel iaid 
if steel ingot production reaches 
the predicted record level of 
125 million tons. 
The magazine said shipments 
continued at a high level last 
week despite the strike at Gen­ 
eral Motors Corp. 
Steel said estimated produc­ 
tion of 2.6 million tons last week 
was expected to be topped this 
week. Operations now are at the 
annual rate of 135 million ingot 
tons, the highest level for more 
than a year. 
Steel price composite on No. I 
heavy melting steel scrap held 
at $36.50 a gross ton, unchanged 
for the third straight week.

These plants built parts 
which are sold by GM to its 
competitors, Ford and Chrysler. 
More than 275,000 GM work 
ers were idle and the building af 
1965 models bad been shut off. 
UAW workers began receiving 
strike benefits. The UAW has 
$67 million in its strike fund.

Calling Retired Talent 


Every year hundreds of thousands of 
Americans enter into retirement, nev­ 
er again to take up the work the\ spent 
a lifetime learning. With retirement 
ages heading lower— well into the pro­ 
ductive life of homo sapiens — a great 
a rn o u n t of diverse talent disappears 
into disuse each year. 
Not all of this ability is lost at age 
65. Some retirees 
busy 
themselves 
with hobbies and community interests 
employing both organizational abilit­ 
ies and technical skills. Others would 
like to do something constructive with 
their time, but have been unable to ov­ 
ercome prejudices against retired per- 
sought by both private and government 
perience.

A new army of advisers has just been 
organized by the Small Business Admin­

avoid some of the pitfalls almost any 
business finds in its path from time to 
time. 
Composed of retired executives of na­ 
tional stature, the SBA army of 1,100 
advisers goes by the name of SCORE 
(Service Corps of Retired Executives). 
All volunteers will serve without pay, 
and most will be assigned cases in their 
home towns. Although the government 
is not deliberately limiting the activi­ 
ties of SCORE to SBA-helped business­ 
men, the demands for executive talent 
and the l i m i t e d number of volun­ 
teers will probably limit this group’s ac­ 
tivities to firms with government finan­ 
cing.

The obscure professor f r o m 
New Rochelle is an extremely 
individualistic Italian • American 
named Henry Paohicci. Left to 
his own, personal inclinations, 
Paolucci would prefer to spend 
his leisure time composing mus­ 
ic for the Spa Music Theatre in 
Saratoga Springs. But when the 


he t h i n k s, personally, he may 
be taknig as many votes a w a y 
from Kennedy as he will be tak­ 
ing from Ken Keating. A draw 
of this sort would mean that he 
is not a menace on balance to 
either of the major party candi­ 
dates, other things being equal. 
But the question is not as simple 
as that. The liberals have tw o 
candidates, Kennedy and Keat­ 
ing, in the f i e l d . But the con­ 
servatives have only one man. 
Paolucci. Now, some Republican 
conservatives are g o i n g to 
stick with Keating because he 
bears the traditional Republican 
label. Others are going to s t a y 
with him because they fear the 
re-emergence of a “Kennedy dy­ 
nasty.” Paulucci, on the other 
hand, will get Republican c o n ­ 
servatives who want to chastise 
the Rockefeller Republicans for 
not putting out any real effort 
for Coldwater. 
Nobody knows just how the 
Republican conservative arith­ 
metic will a f f e c t the Keating 
chances on November 3. But it 
is a good guess that the liberal 
vote could benefit Keating more 
than Kennedy simply because of 
Republican Jake Javits’s hold on 
the New York City liberals. Jav- 
its has made the Keating cause 
his own, which could mean a lot 
of ADA.

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Juvenile Aides 
Debate Value 
Of Publicity 


NEW YORK (AP) — How do 
you prevent a juvenile delin­ 
quent who has committed an 
adult crime f r o m becoming an 
habitual offender? 
In the continuing debate over 
juvenile 
delinquency, 
experts 
have come up with two diamet­ 
rically opposed proposals. Some 
experts claim the only preven­ 
tive is widespread newspaper 
publicity, including the name 
of the juvenile for all to read. 
Others say the best method is 
to shield the young offender 
from the glare of publicity. 
In Montana, District Court 
Judge Lester H. Loble claims to 
have cut crime, carrying out a 
law he fathered in 1961, which 
provides for open court hearings 
for juveniles accused of felo­ 
nies. This includes newspaper 
coverage which names names. 
Judge Loble says that juve­ 
nile felony cases are down 49 
per cent compared with the 
three-year period before 1961. 
He asserts, “The twin ene­ 
mies of crime are fear of pun­ 
ishment and fear of publicity.” 
Most of the police chiefs and 
prosecuting 
attorneys 
inter­ 
viewed around the country by 
The 
Associated 
Press 
agree 
with Judge Loble’s view that 
juvenile 
offenders’ 
n a m e s 
should be published. They claim 
such publication has a deterrent 
effect. 
Probation and parole officers 
generally oppose publication of 
names. Juvenile Court judges 
are split nearly 0-0. 
Those who oppose publication 
of young lawbreakers’ names do 
not agree on a reason as do 
those favoring publication. 
Some think names of juveniles 
should not be published because 
it would be too harsh a punish 
ment. Others think publication 
should be withheld because it is 
exactly 
what 
the 
offenders 
want. 
Juvenile Court Judge Frank 
Breitenbach of Los Angeles says 
he knows of juvenile gangs who 
try to top each other for space 
in the press. 
Donald E. MacFarlane, ref­ 
eree in Hennepin County (Min­ 
neapolis) Juvenile Court, says, 
“Many kids are looking for 
somebody to give them publicity 
on anything even their troubles 
with the law. I feel that when 
we publish names we only give 
them a little chance to gloat 
over their so-called accomplish­ 
ments. Many of those kids carry 
their clippings with pride.” 
In 
Boston, 
Juvenile 
Court 
Judge John J. Connelly said the 


whole purpose of juvenile courts 
is “that children are immature 
and prone to make mistakes 
and vulnerable to outside in­ 
fluences and from within them­ 
selves. Their chances in later 
life should be protected.” 
William Cribbens, youth serv­ 
ices consultant with the Chicago 
police, agrees. “Too many peo­ 
ple who are jammed up as kids 
turn into good solid citizens. 
I’ve seen too many young peo­ 
ple who would have been irrep­ 
arably hurt if their names had 
been given out.” 
Asst. Prof. Abraham Alcabes, 
Department of Social Work at 
New 
York 
University, 
says, 
“The youngster is better dealt 
with as a person who needs 
help. When he is defined as a 
delinquent by the press, he is 
more likely to act that way.” 
Bernard Pyle of the Georgia 
Pardon and Parole Board, says, 
“Where children are protected 
by not publishing names, often 
they are not afraid to commit 
another offense. 
“If names are used, the fami­ 
lies might supervise children 
more.” 
Another comment as to the 
efficacy of social pressures on 
parents 
and 
offender 
whose 
name is published comes from 
Judge Elmo Holt of the Ful­ 
ton County (Atlanta) Juvenile 
Court: 
“Under certain circumstanc­ 
es, I think publishing the names 
would have a good effect. 
“It might, however, have a 
better effect in small towns, 
where everyone in town could 
read the names.” 
In Detroit, presumably of a 
size 
where 
social 
pressure 
would be minimal, Wayne Coun­ 
ty 
Prosecutor 
Samuel 
Olsen 
advocates 
adding 
monetary 
pressure. “In the case of sav­ 
age, unprovoked attacks on cit­ 
izens, extreme publicity should 
be given to the case, especially 
to parents of these y o u n g 
toughs.” Olsen said he thinks, 
further, the laws 
should 
be 
amended to make parents liable 
for damages where assault by 
a juvenile is intentional. 
And in Walla Walla, Wash., 
Judge Albert N. Bradford of 
Superior 
Court 
conducted 
a 
study. For two years, 1962 and 
1963, he released the names of 
juveniles over 14 in all traffic, 
liquor and delinquency felony 
cases. He released the names 
under 14 if it was a second of­ 
fense.

Virginia Rule 


Vote Certificate 
Plan To Get Study 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Supreme Court agreed today to 
review a decision that Virginia’s 
certificate-of-residence plan for 
voting in federal elections vio­ 
lates the federal Constitution. 
The decision was given by a 
special 
three-judge 
federal 
court in Richmond. It was ap­ 
pealed to the highest tribunal by 
Atty. Gen. Robert Y. Button of 
Virginia. 
The Supreme Court did not set 
a date to hear argum ent on the 
appeal. 
The plan was adopted in an 
em ergency session of the Vir­ 
ginia Legislature in November 
1963. It required voters who do 
not pay poll tax to file certifi­ 
cates of residence before elec­ 
tions. Voters who pay poll tax in 
local and state elections are not 
required to file the certificates. 
In ruling against the plan, the 
special court said it placed an 
invalid burden on voters in elec­ 
tions for president, vice presi­ 
dent, and Congress. 
Virginia’s Legislature adopted 
the certificate plan in anticipa­ 
tion of adoption of the 24th 
Amendment to the U.S. Consi- 
tution. That 
amendment bars 
the poll tax as a requirem ent 
for voting in federal elections. 
The

also 
agreed 
to 
review a decision that the sec­ 
retary of state may prohibit 
travel of U.S. citizens to Cuba. 
The decision was given by a 
three-judge U. S. district court 
in New Haven, Conn, in a case 
filed by Louis Zemel. His coun­

Zemel, a U.S. citizen, in 1962 
held a passport which he re­ 
quested the passport office in 
Washington to validate for trav ­ 
el to Cuba as a tourist. His re­ 
quest was denied with the ex­ 
planation that only p e r s o n s 
whose travel might be in the

interests 
of

United 
States, such as newsmen and 
businessmen with previously es­ 
tablished interests, were eiibi- 
ble. 
Zemel later 
filed

plaint in federal court in New 
Haven. He said he wished to 
satisfy his curiosity about the 
state of affairs in Cuba so as 
to make him a better-informed 
citizen.
